The American Conservatory Theatre was founded 
in the spring of 1965—just over a year ago—but 
in that brief time it has awed audiences and cities 
alike and became the envy of the theatrical world 
for its achievements. The 75-member company in- 
cludes some of the most exciting theatrical talent 
in the United States. A.C.T. designs and builds all 
its own sets, props, costumes, even wigs. All mem- 
bers of the Conservatory study in various areas of 
their particular interest or professional needs con- 
current with performing and producing plays. In a 
single day an actor may rehearse as many as three 
plays, have a voice class, an hour of body move- 
ment, a fencing lesson, play theater games and per- 
form in still a fourth play. As one Conservatory 
member says, “I never have time to get tired.” 

А.С.Т. made its debut at the Pittsburgh (Pa.) 
Playhouse under the sponsorship of the Carnegie 
Institute of Technology and the Playhouse with the 
support of the Rockefeller and Mellon Foundations. 
In this premiere season the fledgling theatrical or- 
ganization produced 14 plays—all except two are 
still in the repertory and two more have been added 
since. Cecil Smith of the Los Angeles Times said, 
“There’s more excitement in a week-end in Pitts- 
burgh than a month on Broadway.” 

A.C.T. accepted an invitation to spend four weeks 
with the Professional Theatre Program at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, Ann Arbor. From Ann Arbor 
the company moved to New York to perform Dylan 
Thomas’ “Under Milk Wood” as the first of a new 
series for National Educational Television shown on 
KQED nationally on March 13. 

The company has recently completed three en- 
gagements — four weeks at the Westport Country 
Playhouse, Westport, Conn., two weeks at the Good- 
speed Opera House, East Haddam, Conn. and four 
weeks at the Stanford Summer Festival, Palo Alto, 
Calif. 

Henry Hewes of the Saturday Review has de- 
scribed A.C.T. as “the most recklessly imaginative 
and technically venturous of all the new repertory 
enterprises.”
